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Advertising Codes—Standards of Ethics 


HERE are many who have no use for the word 


“code” for the simple reason that it would appear 
that like laws, ‘“‘codes’” are intended to bring about a 
minimum attitude toward the purpose or program about 
which such “codes” are concerned. On the other hand, the 
pest control industry is in sore need of evaluating atti- 
tudes that are so often heard but seldom reduced into 
“black and white” to serve as a guide. 








Los Angeles, California, through the Better Business 
Bureau developed a splendid Advertising Code which was 
published not so long avo and which has become the 
source of study for the adoption of similar Advertising 
Codes. Kansas City, Mo., St. Louis Mo., and New York 
City have given much study to advertising. Elsewhere in 
this issue of Pests appears the Advertising Code adopted 
by the New York Pest Control Association. 


Let us Icok, however, to other industries and what is 
being considered in a combined code that embodies adver- 
tising as well as ethics in general. The National Pest Con- 
trol Association has a very simple code which has been 
published several times in the past and reemphasized in 
such publications as the “Entoma” to give assurances as 
to what might be expected from members of the Associ- 
ation. The California Pest Control Association has adopted 
a splendid Code of Ethics and through the kindness of 
one of the members has been handsomely set up for 
framing. The New York Pest Control Association has its 
ethical standards that are made a part of the Constitution 
and By-Laws of the Association. Let us look at the follow- 
ing and ask ourselves if it would not be wise for the pest 
control industry as a whole to give greater consideration 
to this subject. 

A code of ethics for arborists, which is said to be the result 
of an attempt to combine the code of business ethics of the Rotary 
Clubs with that of the American Society of Arborists was pre- 
sented by Norman Armstrong in his talk presented at Southern 
Shade Tree Conference. 

“In every position in business life, in every responsibility that 
comes before me, my chief thought shall be to fill that responsi- 
bility and discharge that duty so when I have ended each of them, 
I have filled the level of human ideals and achievements a little 
higher than I found it. 

“In view of this, it is my duty as an arborist: 

“1. To consider my vocation worthy and as affording me dis- 
tinct opportunity to serve society. 

“2. To improve myself, increase my efficiency and enlarge my 
service, and by so doing attest my faith in the fundamental prin- 
ciple that he profits most who serves the best. 

“3. To realize that I am a business man and ambitious to suc- 
ceed, but that I am first an ethical man and wish no success that 
is not founded on the highest justice and morality. 

“4. To hold that the exchange of my goods, my service and my 
ideas for profit is legitimate and ethical, provided that all parties 
to the exchange are benefited thereby. 

“5. To use my best endeavors to elevate the standards of my 
vocation, and so to conduct my affairs that others in my vocation 
may find it wise, profitable and conclusive to happiness to emulate 
my example. 

“6. To conduct my business in such manner that I may give a 
service equal to or even better than my competitor, and when in 
doubt to give added service beyond the strict measure of debt or 
obligation. 

“7. To be cordially ready to exchange information and exper- 
ience with fellow arborists. 

“8. Not to solicit the clients of another arborists from the date 
upon which he secures an order until the work covered by such 
order is completed, and, when soliciting business and finding 
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another arborists regularly employed by the prospective client, to 
confine my comments to the services of my organization and fe. 
frain from criticizing the work or practices of others. 


“9, Never falsely or maliciously to attempt to injure the repu- 
tation of any arborist. 


“10. Not to reduce charges below the customary level as 4 
basis for soliciting work in competition. 


“11. Not to offer employment to an employee of another ar. 
borist without first consulting the employer and advising him of 
the intentions. 

“12. Not to offer payment directly or indirectly to architects, 
landscape architects, superintendents, gardeners or any other en. 
ployee of clients or prospective clients.” 





Dollars vs. Correct Public Education

Epitor’s Note: We felt the remarks made by Mr. Irwin M. Koeh 
worthy of printing without changes in phraseology. Many others in 
the industry submit other comments especially in view of one oj 
the biggest headaches in our pest control industry, being the prob- 
lem of proper sales promotional efforts. There is too much un- 
ethical sales promotion being done today. 


HY DOES the average salesman in the extermination 

field find the going rocky and uphill? The beginner walks 

into a maze of twists and turns. Everyone has the best 
exterminator. Everyone has a low “best price.” Everyone tells him 
all exterminators are alike. No difference at all except for price, 
Would or could he do the job for less? Everyone has promised to 
perform wonders. Silly guarantees have been made, putting firms 
in embarassing positions. He hears how exterminator after ex- 
terminator have been thrown out for one reason or another. 

All this and more the average salesman hears from his pros- 
pect. A good basis, one would say, for the stout hearted, thorough, 
and intelligent man to take his stand on and fight back. Prove by 
good sane argument why the legitimate house is worthy of the 
consumer’s confidence and business at legitimate prices. 

To do this properly he must have absolute confidence in his 
firm, and they, in turn, must maintain a determination to keep 
their business within the bounds of reasonable, ethical standards. 

The salesman should be thoroughly schooled along these lines, 
and made to understand clearly the future lying in store for him. 

The general public today does not have the proper respect for 
exterminators and their intensive work. It is not altogether the 
fault of our public. 

Exterminators have forgotten or neglected to continually stress 
in nationwide manner the importance of their calling. Is not clean- 
































liness next to Godliness? Is not sanitation a subject in which every 

man, woman and child is or should be vitally concerned? Is not 

the extermination of rodents and termites a most important part 

of building management? Why then let the public forget these 

fundamental principles upon which life and health are based? Why 

—— of being designated as a good “rat catcher” or “roach 
iller?” 

The industry is lacking in the right kind of publicity. The kind | 
that would make our people acutely conscious that exterminators 
and their work was one of the nation’s most important, necessary, | 
and worthwhile industries. The individual firms who intend remain- 
ing in and building up the business must support such a move 
ment. Not let it die aborning, but once started continue to drive | 
home the salient points to its public. j 

Why do so many salesmen fail or become discouraged in the 
industry ? Why is so much good, red blood and manpower wasted 
when it could be turned to good account? The answer is in most 
cases—DOLLARS. 

The salesman thinks only of making a killing. How to increase | 
that drawing account. How to get rich quick. How can I start in | 
this thing for myself. 

The firm on the other hand wants business. Go out and get the i 
orders. Don’t let your competitor get away with anything. Grab 
while the grabbing is good. We don’t want alibis, and so on. 

Well, it’s easy to understand upon sober reflection that such 
hectic and unbusinesslike philosophy can only end in disaster | 
Proper firm organization, mutually friendly relationships, and con- 
sistency of intelligent effort will be the only way out of this maze. | 

Fortunately, many firms in the business are seeing the light, 
and steering the proper course. They are the ones who will remail 
in the industry. They are the ones who will, and are, gaining the 
public’s respect. 

Men have no right in the extermination industry unless the} 
firmly believe, and are sure that theirs is an honorable business 
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Houses have no reason for existence if they do not take steps to 
educate their public as to the vital necessity of utilizing such serv- 
ice and do it in a way to maintain the approval of everyone. They 
must inspire their sales staff with the belief that the calling is one 
that the entire nation is needful of. That prices and ethics must 
be maintained. That it is not a hit or miss racket for every un- 
fortunate to seek as a haven of recuperation. 

It is a business with a real future for the thinking man with 
ambition to get ahead. That kind of an individual, and we hope 
that his number will grow to legion, can, and will, effectually and 
eventually solve the problem of DOLLARS vs. CORRECT PUB- 
LIC EDUCATION in the extermination field. 





Price Cutting 
UR PEST control industry is not alone in this prob- 
lem that seems to confront industry in general. 
Some have felt that entirely too much interference on the 
part of the federal government in the spending program 
reflects what one has chosen to call “we are forced to 
sell price rather than services.”” Reports in general show 
PCO’s being busy but the comments include the added 
remarks that we may even take in more money but we 
make too, little for all the work that is performed. Any- 
one can tear down but what are we to do about it? The 
answer keeps ringing back that all should be compelled 
to understand cost accounting. Do we really understand 
all the costs that enter into the jobs that are done or do 
we continue to look at the bank statement at the end of 
the month and say that because there is such and such 
amount in the bank, business is fair? 


The Kendall Square Herald of Cambridge, Mass., car- 
ried a rather interesting article on “Price Cutting” which 
might well be applied to every individual PCO. We re- 
print this verbatim: 


With all our trade organizations—we still have with us the 
chiseler and price cutter, whose selling price is like a barometer 
—changes with the wind. 


The selling price of two elements—cost of the goods and gross 
profit, both fixed to a greater or less extent by the past experience 
of the business and by competition. Past experience determines the 
amount of gross profit you must secure to enable you to pay the 
necessary expense of doing business and leave you a fair return 
for investment, business hazard and effort. Competition constantly 
stimulates you to maintain an efficiency comparable to your com- 
petitors. Too frequently you try to make up the shortcomings of 
your efficiency by cutting prices and when this occurs all past 
calculations, as far as your net profits are concerned, are thrown 
in the discard. 

To illustrate—suppose you have determined that it will be 
necessary to maintain a gross profit level of 25% in order to 
give you a fair net profit, and then for some real or fancied rea- 
son you cut the selling price 5% on some commodity in your line, 
carrying a gross profit of 25% on the selling price. This would 
necessitate increasing your volume on that commodity 1834%, on 
the basis of your regular selling price, in order to maintain the 
gross income you had determined as necessary. But here other 
elements enter that will have a decided effect on net profits. Can 
you increase your volume 1834% without increasing your selling 
expense? An increase of 1834% in volume means an increase of 
25% in the physical quantity of goods handled. Can you handle 
25% more goods without increasing your handling expense? If 
selling expense be increased and handling expense be increased, to 
produce the same gross it is obvious that net profits must be de- 
creased. 


A cut of 8% will require 354% more volume in dollars and 
the handling of 47% more goods in quantity to produce the neces- 
sary gross profit. 


A cut of 10% will require 50% more volume in dollars and the 
handling of 6624% more goods in quantity to produce the neces- 
Sary gross profit. 


A cut of 122% will require 75% more volume in dollars and 
the handling of 100% more goods in quantity to produce the neces- 
Sary gross profit. 


A cut of 15% will require 112/,% more volume in dollars and 
the handling of 150% more goods in quantity to produce the neces- 
Sary gross profit. 


And now you are ready to ask how do you get such figures. 
Simple enough—here is the formula. Using $100.00 as the cost, a 
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5% cut reduces your selling price to $95.00 and your profit to 
$20.00, cost remaining the same. By dividing $20.00 by $95.00 you 
find your percentage of profit is .2105. If your percentage of 
profit is .2105 and you want $25.00 as your actual gross, by divid- 
ing 25 by .2105 you find it will take $118.75 in sales to produce 
your $25.00 or an increase of 1834% on your regular selling price. 


In physical quantity of goods, that which you formerly sold for 
$100.00 you now sell for $95.00. In order to produce $25.00 in gross 
profit you found that you would have to sell $118.75 which is an 
increase of $23.75 over $95.00, and $23.75 is 25% of $95.00 which 
is the increased quantity of physical goods necessary to be handled. 


When contemplating the cutting of a price why not stop, look, 
listen and then figure? 





Fumigations—How Many Hours for Ventilation? 


a HE QUESTION of the number of hours that should prevail 
for ventilation after a fumigation with hydrocyanic acid gas 
and reoccupancy of the building keeps hitting us in the face 
regularly. In fact, one of the large manufacturers of fumigants 
has been emphasizing through its regular bulletins, to quote— 
“Do not allow a house to be occupied on the night or day it has 
been fumigated.” 


Recently there was a case which involved ventilation starting 
the early part of the evening and “clean-up” completed around 
10 P. M., but tenants permitted to re-enter by 11:30 P. M. The 
contention of the fumigators in this case was that they had no 
trouble or any ill effects while doing the final clean-up and to the 
fumigators it appeared safe for the tenants to re-enter by 11:30 
P. M. Subsequently, through fear or otherwise, in the early hours 
of the morning a few of the people felt ill effects and medical 
assistance was called. While nothing serious happened to any of 
these persons and the health department upon investigation ex- 
onerated the fumigators, nevertheless there was the possibility of 
an accident. From what can be determined from news clippings, it 
would appear that the one remaining subject that calls for greater 
study and better consideration is that of the ventilation period. 
Indeed in some cases, local ordinances or laws make it mandatory 
for tenants to remain out of the property over night; in some in- 
stances definite hours are stipulated; and unfortunately there is 
still what might be termed the opportunists’ style of curtailing 
unduly the period of time. On the latter it would almost appear 
that “price” plays its part in that the fumigator who seems to be 
anxious to turn back the building for early occupancy generally is 
working against that pastime of taking jobs on a ‘ price” basis 
which in turn is reflected in slackening of precautions that would 
involve among other things less man power on the fumigation. 


Commenting on this general subject of ventilation one corres- 
pondent expressed himself along the following lines: “There is 
nothing that will take the place of good judgment in the matter 
of safe fumigation and I do not think it is possible for anyone to 
lay down rules to guide every case, hence the difficulty of the 
National Association to prepare hard and fast rules.” 


Continuing the discussion, “‘We have found in our work that 
when fumigations are carried on with the temperatures varying 
between 60 and 80 degrees Fahrenheit and with wind velocity in 
excess of 8 miles per hour, proper ventilation in buildings that 
have at least three open exposures, or what might be called ade- 
quate cross ventilation, can be carried on in considerable less than 
24 hours. When these conditions do not prevail, a 24 hours’ period 
of ventilation would be a minimum. It is recognized that even dur- 
ing the actual exposure, some gas is lost but regardless of this 
factor, if conditions are as just described, we would allow a min- 
imum of 18 hours ventilation if there was a 24 hours exposure.” 


“TI certainly would not consider it safe practice to fumigate a 
building in any congested area which probably means that there 
does not exist ideal cross ventilation and have reoccupany take 
place in less than a 24 hours’ period, even though the period of gas 
exposure would only be six hours. It is my personal opinion that. 
for best results and safety the gas should be released in buildings. 
between the hours of 9 A. M. and 3 P. M. and that the ventilation 
period should include the warmer hours of the day. During the 
warmer months when fumigations are carried on, the wind has a 
tendency to die away at about sunset, and this factor, together with 
gradual cooling of the atmosphere makes proper ventilation rather 
difficult. It is doubtful in my mind if it is advisable in any instance: 
to prepare with utmost safety any building for reoccupancy be- 
tween the hours of 6:30 P. M. and 11:30 P. M. It would appear to 
me that a wise thing for fumigators to follow as to policy would 
be that of conducting fumigations only on the basis of fumigation 
and reoccupancy consuming a period of 24 hours. We should con- 
demn the practice of allowing persons to re-enter a building that 
has not been open for ventilation before noon of the day that it is 
to be reoccupied.”

of Pest Control Advertising?

Epitor’s Note: The Associated Exter- 
minators and Fumigators Association at 
their meeting June 27th discussed the gen- 
eral subject of ethical advertising. As prin- 
cipal speaker, Ira P. MacNair, Editor of 
Soap Magazine and Secretary to the Na- 
tonal Association of Insecticide and Dis- 
infectant Manufacturers used as his topic 
“What of Pest Control Advertising?” 


OR almost twenty years, I have been 
in more or less close touch with the 
exterminating industry and its prob- 
lems. With a complete lack of prejudice, I 
have been given the opportunity to observe 
these problems and to note the manner in 
which various members of your industry 
have undertaken to solve them. My position 
has been unique inasmuch as I do not sell 
anything in the way of exterminating serv- 
ice—neither do I sell you raw materials or 
equipment. I do not have to be nice to you 
and say pleasant things as I might if you 
were my customer—and I do not say un- 
pleasant things or curse you because you 
are my competitor. My position in viewing 
your industry is strictly neutral—strictly 
that of the unprejudiced observer. If I 
criticize you, it is because I believe that 
criticism to be an honest statement of the 
facts, and if I praise you, it is for the same 
reason. In looking at the problems of your 
industry, I try to forget that I number a 
great many personal friends among you 
and the pest control industry at large. And 
I try to study you and your problems coldly 
and impersonally, and avoid if possible pull- 
ing my punches because the target may be 
my good personal friend. I tell you this so 
that you will understand my attitude, be- 
cause I have upon one or two occasions 
been accused of being too severely critical 
of certain practices on the part of some 
pest control operators. 

Your chairman has assigned to me to- 
night the topic of “Advertising and Ethics.” 
Frankly, I do not like this word “ethics.” 
It is one of the most abused and misused 
words in the English language. Its diction- 
ary definition is “the basis of moral action.” 
What it really means is doing the right 
thing—doing the honest thing. It means the 
opposite of chiseling. And this is the very 
purpose of codes of ethics which have been 
adopted by innumerable industries — to 
eliminate or at least minimize chiseling, 
whether it be in advertising, or in selling, 
or in the actual performance of a job. 

Over a period of years, I have read many 
a piece of advertising copy for pest control 
services. That there has been a marked 
improvement in the character and style of 
pest control advertising copy over the past 
five years is unquestionably true. Fewer 
wild and unsubstantiated statements are be- 
ing made. The average piece of copy today 
is more dignified, more scientific, and dis- 
tinctly closer to the truth. Your advertis- 
ing has improved. If you please, it is more 
ethical. And I believe that this is a very 
direct reflection on the general change in 
character in the pest control business since 
1933 or 1934. Your industry has become 
“ethics conscious,” ‘if you want to call it 
that, and it is my belief that your adver- 
tising very markedly reflects that general 


r 





change in attitude and sentiment in the 
industry. 
I can remember back to some of the 


most trashy pieces of pest control copy, 


utterly ridiculous claims which only tended 
to injure the whole industry in the minds 
of thinking people. That was some years 
back—and at that time, if somebody had 
stood up in a group of exterminators and 
even mentioned the word “ethics,” he would 
probably have been laughed out of the 
meeting. Back in the good-old-days any- 
thing and everything went, and the fellow 
who didn’t resort to one kind of chiseling 
or another, was a rare exception. 


Today that attitude toward the business 
by individual companies in the pest control 
field has to a great degree been changed. 
Mark you, I say that the “attitude” has 
been changed. Not all the bad conditions 
have been changed. But mostly through the 
efforts of a dozen men in this industry, 
and more specifically through the efforts 
of one, you have made tremendous strides 
in cleaning house. Your industry is striving 
to lift up the level of its business, and in 
my opinion that is more than half the 
battle. Your advertising reflects that change 
in attitude. Maybe some of you old-timers 
will question the fact that conditions are 
better today, having in mind possibly one 
or two recent instances of bad chiseling. 
Let me point out to those men that where 
you may run across two bad cases in the 
industry today, you ran across twenty such 
cases ten or fifteen years ago. Time and 
distance lend enchantment. We are all prone 
to minimize bad experiences when they have 
been dulled by time. It is my unprejudiced 
observation that you have improved the 
status of your industry very materially and 
that this is quite obvious when we compare 
conditions back through the years. 


Now let us get down to specific cases 
in advertising. Let us look at some of your 
current advertising and discuss both its sins 
of omission and commission. From the last 
issue of the New York, classified telephone 
book, I have taken ten or twelve advertis- 
ing keynotes. Six of these I consider good, 
and the other six in my opinion are not 
so good for the reasons which I will give. 
These are the points which I consider 
poor (these are actual quotations from ad- 
vertisements ): 





1. ‘Our guarantee 
are gone.” 

In this statement, the advertiser 
tacitly admits that it must be quite 
common for exterminating work to 
result unsuccessfully—otherwise, why 
should he have to tell the prospective 
customer that if his work fails, the 
customer does not have to pay? No 
industry of standing and which has 
been established for half a century or 
more has to sell its goods or service 
on a “pay-if-you-like-my-goods” basis. 
It shakes the confidence of the pros- 
pective customer in all exterminators. 


no charge until pests 


2. “Vermin exterminated— perfect work, 
lowest cost.” 

This is poor copy in my opinion be- 
cause the best in anything is never the 
cheapest—at least that is the wide- 
spread belief among people and is 
quite generally substantiated by the 
experiences of life. When you offer 
the best at the lowest price, people 
do not believe you. It is poor advertis- 
ing psychology inasmuch as the un- 
belief of the reader makes them 
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suspect your offer and very probably 
pass on to the advertisement of a 
competitor. The term “perfect work” 
is undoubtedly taken by the average 
reader aS an exaggeration which 
further tends to engender lack of cop. 
fidence in the firm which makes the 
statement. 


3. “Up to a standard. Down to a price.” 


What standard? And what price? 
The implication is present that this 
firm supplies high standard service 
at a low price—in fact, that it might 
upon occasion cut its price to meet 
competition. And that it might upon 
occasion lift its standard of work to 
that of some competitor. The same 
criticism is due here as in the previous 
case. People do not believe that you 
can get the best work done at too 
low a price. This advertising catch- 
line is vague and indefinite as well, 


4. “All work under supervision of ex- 
terminators licensed by the N. Y, 
Board of Health.” 


Is this an advertising claim when 
every exterminator in business must 
have a license? Does it set any one 
exterminator apart from the others? 
No, it does not. At the same time, 
there may be some merit in impress- 
ing upon the public that the extermi- 
nating industry in New York is closely 
regulated by law and licensing and 
under the direct supervision of the 
Board of Health. It should tend to 
give the public more confidence in 
the industry. 

5. “Unless pests are gone—no charge!” 


This is a duplication of the wording 
of advertisement No. 1. I repeat that 
no industry should sell a service on 
this basis, particularly when you have 
been selling such services for fifty 
years. It is like going to a doctor and 
paying him only if he cures your ills. 
If you are conducting a_ legitimate 
business, and if you know the modem, 
up-to-date technique of your business 
and you do your work in keeping with 
that technique, you should be paid for 
that work irrespective of its success. 
I know that this may be rather start- 
ling reasoning to some of you who 
have done business on a “guaranteed” 
basis for years, but in my opinion, you 
are not bound ethically or any other 
way to continue on such a basis. 


6. I note a wide use of the word “guar- 
anteed” in pest control advertising. 
What I have just said also applies to 


this. By “guaranteeing” an extermi- 
nating job, you imply that there are 
a large number of failures in such 


jobs—or else, if such is not the case, 
the use of the word adds nothing to 
your advertising. If everybody “guar- 
antees,” how does any such advertis- 
ing claim set your service apart from 
others ? 

Frankly, I admit that many of these 
criticisms are superficial, and that none of 


the statements constitutes a serious menace | 


to the industry, or anything like that. 


However, by comparison, I would like to 
point out what I consider advertising catch- 
lines in keeping with the new spirit of the 
pest control industry—having dignity, tend- 
ing to improve the plane of the industry 
in the public mind, and begetting confidence. 


1. “Established over a quarter of 4 
century.” 


This is good in my opinion because 
everybody. likes to do business with 
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old, solid firms that have been in 
business for years. If they have stayed 
in business that long, they must be 
good—and they must know what it 
is all about. This is the type of ad- 
vertising which would induce me to 
call up this firm if I were in need 
of service in my home or business. 
Maybe I lean too much to the con- 
servative side, but nevertheless, this 
simple dignified statement gives me 
the impression that this is the type 
of house with which I want to do 
business. I don’t even remember what 
firm it is, and don’t care. I don’t 
know whether they are big or little, 
or what kind of work they do. All I 
know is that their advertising by 
its very restraint impresses me favor- 
ably. 


2. “Confidence won by 43 years of con- 
scientious and efficient service.” 

All that I have said for the fore- 
going advertising catch-line, also ap- 
plies to this one. I like the word 
“conscientious,” and the use of “con- 
fidence.” It tends to offset the things 
which were said too often about ex- 
terminators ten years ago, and are 
sometimes said today. It is quiet and 
dignified, and makes no claims. 

3. “Over fifty years of honest service.” 

The same idea is here as in the 
other two. Maybe the word “honest” 
is too blunt and not fancy enough, 
and implies that during the same fifty 
years there has been plenty of “dis- 
honest service’”—which as we all know 
is a fact. Nevertheless, it is good, 
very good, and makes use of one of 
the greatest of business assets, long 
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years of success. Likewise it is quiet, And thus it goes for current advertising. 
dignified, and begets confidence. Although the pest control industry has

National Shade 


Tree Conferenee 





When the National Shade Tree Confer- 
ence convenes in New York City at Hotel 
Astor, August 22-24, 1939, it will mark 
the Fifteenth Annual Meeting held by this 
organization. Composed of arborists, others 
engaged in tree preservation, and _ those 
engaged in research, instruction and regu- 
latory work pertaining to shade tree wel- 
fare, it is a notable and unique organiza- 
tion. 

Like most worth while things, the Na- 
tional Shade Tree Conference started from 
a modest beginning and has grown and de- 
veloped because of a distinct need for the 
services it renders. When a few scientists 
and practical tree men met at Stamford, 
Connecticut, in 1924, little did they realize 
that the seed was being planted which later 
would develop into a National organization 
devoted to shade tree welfare. 


The National Shade Tree Conference has 
been largely responsible for the advance- 
ment of arboriculture during the past dec- 
ade. Each year the Conference sponsors 
an annual meeting devoted to the exchange 
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of information that will aid in the im- 
provement of the practice of shade tree 
preservation. Members have an opportun- 
ity to discuss timely questions and to view 
and study materials and equipment used in 
shade tree work. 


Here is an opportunity to meet with 
three to six hundred other persons inter- 
ested in the care of shade trees. The value 
of such contacts cannot be measured. 

Shortly after the annual meeting, mem- 
bers receive a copy of the Proceedings. 
This publication of about two hundred pages 
contains a complete record of all papers 
and discussions given at the meeting. In 
addition to the Proceedings, the National 
Shade Tree Conference publishes Arborists’ 
News. This eight-page leaflet issued month- 
ly, is devoted to interesting case histories 
and to short articles on subjects pertain- 
ing to arboriculture, as well as abstracts 
from current literature which pertains to 
the profession and which is usually not ac- 
cessible to arborists. Arrangements are 
made for abstracting some thirty-five scien- 
tific journals and trade papers. The annual 
Proceedings and Arborists’ News contain 
the important information relating to shade 
tree work. Those who wish to keep abreast 
of the times, to progress with the other 
members of the profession can not afford 
to be without these publications. 


Membership in the organization is of 
four classes. Active membership is con- 
fined to individuals principally engaged in 
commercial arboriculture. Associate mem- 
bership is confined to representatives of 
governmental agencies whose duties are 
concerned with the preservation of trees; 
landscape architects, estate, park or ceme- 
tery superintendents and consulting arbor- 
ists. Scientific members are representatives 


of educational or research institutions 
whose work is concerned with shade tree 
problems. Commercial membership is made 
up of nurserymen and manufacturers or 
distributors of materials and equipment 
used in commercial tree work. Further in- 
formation on membership can be obtained 
by writing to L. C. Chadwick, Secretary- 
Treasurer, Ohio State University, Columbus, 
hio. 

Members and others who have attended 
past conferences need not be urged to at- 
tend the Fifteenth National Shade Tree 
Conference in New York City, August 22- 
24, 1939; they will be there. To those who 
are not so well acquainted with these meet- 
ings, an interesting and instructive pro- 
gram has been arranged with twenty-five 
papers dealing with problems related to 
the care of trees. The latest in tools, ma- 
terials and equipment will be on exhibi- 
tion. A full half-day will be devoted to a 
field demonstration of these tools and equip- 
ment. 

Plan to attend the Conference and the 
World’s Fair; they will be memorable oc- 
casions. A complete program of the Fif- 
teenth National Shade Tree Conference will 
be sent upon request by the secretary.

Poisons Devised to Kill Insects 





Cornvallis, Ore-—Two Oregon State Col- 
lege toxicologists have developed between 
twenty and thirty entirely new poisons 
deadly only to insects. 

Seeking some better way to control in- 
sect pests that beset farms and country 
homes, E. C. Callaway and R. G. Rosen- 
stiel have experimented for the last two 
years on new combinations of the nitrogens 
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and carbon compounds, and have reared 
more than 20,000 insects to die for science 
under application of the new compound. 

Although they report satisfactory labora- 
tory results, Callaway and Rosenstiel ex- 
pect to try out the chemical killers under 
“applied science,” i. e. field, conditions, be- 
fore releasing them for general use. 
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Successful Fumigations 


Epitor’s Note: Every so often, it is well 
to remind ourselves of important details in 
consideration for successful fumigations. 
The following article was submitted to us 
anonymously, and we are indeed pleased to 
publish it. 


R. C. L. WILLIAMS, Assistant Sur- 
ip geon General of the United States 

Public Health Service, in a report 
a few years ago made this remark: 


“The reputation established for 
hydrocyanic acid gas as a fumigant 
has been so great that one is naturally 
inclined to believe that the mere intro- 
duction of it into a closed compartment 
is quite sufficient to insure the death 
of all animal life therein. It is only 
after several years of study that we 
have been reluctantly forced to con- 
clude that the mere liberation of the 
gas is not always enough, that to se- 





cure results we must take positive 
steps to assure peneration into the 
deeper recesses wherein the vermin 


which we seek to destroy take refuge.” 


Those remarks would, of course, apply to 
any fumigant. If you expect to get satis- 
factory results, you must know something 
about the nature of the fumigating mate- 
rial you are using, its limitations and the 
best method of using that particular fumi- 
gant. It is a well established fact that 
hydrocyanie acid gas is about the best all 
around routine fumigant that we have. It 
can be used without fear of fire or ex- 
plosion, without dismantling or disarrang- 
ing the house furnishings and it is avail- 
able in convenient and easily applied forms. 
It is also a fact that there is more hydro- 
cyanic acid gas used for fumigating pur- 
poses than all other fumigating chemicals 
combined, and you probably have a better 
chance of getting satisfactory results with 
hydrocyanic acid than with other fumi- 
gants. 

Nevertheless, as indicated by Dr. Wil- 
liams’ remarks, there is a good deal more 
to proper and efficient fumigation than 
simply discharging the gas into the space, 
and we do hear of occasional instances of 
poor results in cyanide fumigation by the 
various methods, regardless of the form 
of HCN used. 


When this happens, the natural tendency 
is to conclude that the fumigating material 
is at fault and, once in a while; a fumi- 
gator will have a job where he apparently 
carries out every condition carefully and 
yet obtains poor results. Then it does ac- 
tually seem as though the fumigant is at 
fault. 

Careful check-up sometimes reveals in 
such cases that the trouble is due to re- 
infestation coming in (or being brought in) 
from outside sources or, from an adjacent 
or adjoining building. Bedbugs particularly 
have been known to migrate from one 
house to another, passing through cracks 
in walls, along water pipes, etc. Naturally, 
the only way to remedy this latter condi- 
tion is to arrange to include the adjoining 
or adjacent buildings in the fumigation. 


However, the more likely cause of poor 
results is a hidden or protected source of 
infestation—something overlooked by the 
fumigator. For instance, it is quite common 
to find cellars and attics just piled with 
all sorts of household goods—odds and 


ends. Hydrocyanic acid is the most power- 
ful and penetrating gas there is and ordi- 
narily it can be expected that the infes- 
tation will be reached. Once in a while, 
however, an old bundle of clothes or 
blankets, carefully wrapped and _ stored 
away will be found to be the source of 
infestation—just sufficiently well protected 
so that the gas does not get to it in suf- 
ficient concentration to completely destroy 
the infestation. Or, in the case of carpet 
beetles, the infestation may be well en- 
trenched under heavy rugs and carpets. 





While hydrocyanie acid is powerful and 
penetrating, that does not mean that you 
can just discharge the gas into the house 
or building and expect everything to take 
care of itself. It is necessary to make sure 
that every possible source of infestation 
will be exposed to the gas, and everything 
that the fumigator does along this line will 
simply contribute to the success of the job. 
Prior to fumigation, the house should be 
carefully examined from cellar to attic and 
the fumigator should insist that all trunks, 
boxes, bundles, etc. of clothing, blankets 
and other household goods be completely 
opened and the contents hung or spread 
about the room. In addition, all clothes and 
storage closet doors and furniture drawers 
should be left open to permit of ready 
access of the gas. 


In the case of a carpet beetle infestation, 
the rugs and carpets should be elevated 
several inches from the floor or laid over 
chair backs in order to insure thorough gas 
penetration and diffusion. 

Another helpful measure is to locate 
small fans of the office or household type, 
in the rooms where infestation is suspected 
of being the heaviest. These fans may be 
located on the floor and aimed toward the 
ceiling. They should be kept running at 
slow speed all during the fumigation and 
in this way they will materially promote 
circulation and penetration of the gas. 


Of course, some fumigation failures have 
definitely been traced to lack of thorough- 
ness on the part of the fumigator, that is 
to say, the trouble in these cases was due 
to some condition which had not been taken 
into consideration by the fumigator. For 
example, a few of the common causes in- 
clude such things as insufficient dosage, too 
low temperature, leaks in the building not 
discovered by the fumigator at the time of 
sealing up, thus allowing considerable gas 
to leak away during the hours of fumi- 
gation. Less common causes are such things 
as too short time of exposure, guessing at 
the cubic capacity and greatly under-esti- 
mating it, instead of carefully measuring 
it, improper mixing of chemicals or incor- 
rect application of the fumigant. 


To summarize, then, here are a few sim- 
ple rules to insure satisfactory fumigation 
results. 


1. Measure the space to be fumigated— 
don’t guess at it. Of course, after a fumi- 
gator has been carrying on his trade for 
a number of years, he can pretty closely 
judge the size of a room by just looking 
at it but it might not be a bad idea for 
him to check himself once in a while by 
actual measurement of the space. He might 
be surprised to find himself way off. 

2. Where the infestation is heavy and 
deep-seated (for example a carpet beetle 
job) take the time and trouble to do a 
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thorough sealing job and, more important 
when fumigating against carpet beetles, ele. 
vate rugs and carpets. Hang them over 
chairs to assist the gas and promote pene. 
tration. 


3. Use enough gas—hydrocyanic acid gas 
is the cheapest effective fumigant on the 
market. A double dosage, where in doubt, 
would still be much cheaper than the cost 
of a failure, that is to say, having to do 
the job over again. 


4. Don’t work against time—give a suf. 
ficiently long exposure, particularly where 
the gas has to penetrate heavy rugs and 
hangings, closets full of heavy clothes, 
rooms, basements and attics piled with 
all sorts of junk. Also, be sure to take 
the time and trouble to open up trunks, 
boxes and bundles in order to assist the 
gas in its work because, very often, the 
main source of infestation will be found 
to be in an old bundle of clothing tucked 
away in the attic. 


If you don’t observe all of these precau- 
tions you may still get away with it and 
obtain a successful fumigation—you may— 
but if you are interested in maintaining a 
100% record with no come-backs, you will 
find it well worthwhile to take the little 
extra time and effort to do the job right— 
the first time. 


Now, a few remarks on a most important 
phase of the fumigation business—safety 
first or rather, safety always. It goes with- 
out saying that every fumigator is vitally 
interested in mantaining a “no accident” 
record. To accomplish this, the first step 
is to draw up an “air-tight” set of rules 
for operators to follow—make sure they 
are thoroughly familiar with the rules— 
and that they are carried out to the letter. 
Such rules are very simple and easy to 
follow and there is, therefore, no excuse 
for fumigation accidents. Here are a few 
suggestions designed to help prevent acci- 
dents: 


1. Mail notices to police, fire and health 
departments, 24 hours before the time of 
fumigation is scheduled. 


2. Notify all tenants in the buildings to 
be fumigated, as well as tenants of ad- 
jacent or adjoining buildings; 24 hours 
ahead. 

3. On the day of fumigation: An hour 
or two before starting the fumigation, per- 
sonally notify policeman on the beat, the 
local fire station, and again all tenants in 
the building to be fumigated, as well as 
tenants of adjacent or adjoining buildings. 
It is a good plan to see that everyone is 
out of the building to be fumigated just 
before the men start sealing. Then, while 
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they are sealing they can keep their eyes | 


open and make sure that everyone has 
actually left the building and that no one 
has returned for any reason. This, in effect, 
is a double check. 


4. Post warning signs on the entrance 
doors and any accessible windows. See that 
all doors and accessible windows are locked, 
except one door through which the fumi- 
gators will make their exit after applying 
gas. 

5. Station a man at the one unlocked 
door to prevent anyone from entering. Then, 
go through the entire building from top 
to bottom, calling out a warning and make 
sure that everyone is out. 


6. Before entering the building to apply 
the gas, put on your mask and test it for 
tightness by holding the palm of your hand 
over the canister intake or by squeezing 


the hose and inhaling. If the mask is tight | 
it will collapse against your face and 70 | 
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air will come through. Be sure the canister 
is in good condition. If you are in doubt, 
use a new one, 


7. Before applying the gas, lock the main 
exit door from inside or station a man at 
the door to see that no one enters. 


g. Apply the gas at the top floor first 
and at the point farthest from the exit, 
always working away from the gas and 
towards the exit. Then proceed to next 
lower floor. Skip the main floor in order 
to fumigate the basement. Fumigate the 
main floor after the basement and make 
your exit, closing and locking the exit door. 


9. Keep a watchman on duty all during 
the time building, or part of building, is 
under fumigation. 


Now, when opening up for ventilation: 


1. Station a man (with a mask) near 
the main entrance to prevent anyone from 
entering the building. 


2. Open the main door and as many 
windows as possible on the first floor. 
Then go outdoors and allow the main floor 
to ventilate for about a half hour, in or- 
der to get rid of the major portion of 
the gas before proceeding to the upper 
floors to complete opening up. 


3. After all doors and windows have been 
opened on all floors for a sufficient length 
of time so that it is possible to remain in 
the place without a mask, remove all fumi- 
gant residue. Take all bedding, mattresses, 
pillows, ete., to the roof or outdoors and 
beat and thoroughly air them. After the 
house has been thoroughly ventilated, re- 
turn these furnishings to their proper 
places.

Highlights of Ant Clinic 


By ROBERT E. HACKLEY, Leader, Palo Alto, Calif. 


EpiTor’s Note: No attempt has been made 
to change the phraseology of the sketchy 
report submitted by Robert E. Hackley of 
the Ant Clinic which was conducted in 
connection with the Fifth Annual Meeting 
of the California Pest Control Association 
held last February at Oakland, California. 
These notes are submitted to give further 
expression of the need of more research 
work that is sorely needed and the Editor 
would welcome further comments from our 
readers. 


ARGENTINE ANTS 


N LABORATORY tests ants fed .2 per 
# cent arsenic sirup often live more than 

three days. Destruction in the open 
takes much longer. This makes work for 
the service man but is wasteful and inef- 
ficient. A faster working poison is needed 
if a good and inexpensive job is to be 
done. We are in a rut in accepting a weak 
arsenical as the correct poison. The sup- 
position that the intelligence of the ants 
causes them to reject stronger poison needs 
further proof. Ants do not connect the 
idea of death with the sirup, else why do 
they lick the sirup off drowned ants in the 
can and leave hundreds of them there ab- 
solutely clean of all sirup? Certainly .2 
per cent of arsenic is weak enough, and 
the optimum may be higher. When poison 
is refused it is because of some wrong fla- 
vor, not because of deaths. The next im- 
provement may be a different chemical, 
perhaps a synthetic poison. Thallium sul- 
fate is not permitted to be used in Cali- 
fornia by the commercial operator nor by 
the general public. The taste of humans 
is not a safe guide to ant taste, for in- 
stance a sirup strongly flavored with tinc- 
ture of iodine was taken greedily by the 
ants for days. 


Mr. Ritchie, of Oakland, said that he was 
getting a good kill with the usual strength 
of poison. 


There is an advantage in using an ab- 
sorbent in the cans, such as excelsior, a 
wick, or a bit of sponge. 


Mr. Smith, of Pasadena, said that an 
excelsior of hard fiber is not good; it should 
be soft. 


Stomach poisoning needs to be supple- 
mented with contact methods. Stove oil, 
kerosene, Lethane 440-1:400, pyrethrum ex- 
tracts with water, pyrethrum powder with 
soapy water (1 heaping teaspoonful per 
gallon) are good for applying to perme- 
able nests or heavy trails. The oils are 
especially good for cracks. A very useful 
tool for applying these oils is an oil can 
having a small pump operated by the 
thumb. Carbon tetrachloride, ethylene di- 
chloride, carbon bisulfide, can be emulsi- 
fied and used to apply to nests. Dichlor di- 
ethyl ether shows promise of being valu- 
able along grass edged walks of concrete. 
However it needs to be emulsified for con- 
venient use. The heavy fumigants need 
to be proved up as to their toxicity to 
plant life before being used freely around 
plants. Carbon bisulfide is probably less 
safe than some of the others. 


Where ants are attending wooly aphis 
underground, paradichlorobenzene has been 
recommended to be applied as for peach 


tree borers. For ground mealybug or root 
mealybug Medium Volk 2 or 2% per cent 
with a teaspoonful of nicotine sulfate per 
gallon has been suggested for drenching 
the roots. Sometimes it is better to destroy 
infested plants. : 


Mr. Smith, of Carmel, said he uses con- 
tact materials exclusively. 

Repellents have a place in ant control 
and so do powders. Pyrethrum seems to 
be more effective when mixed with sodium 
fluoride. Some brands of derris powder are 
very effective repellents until destroyed by 
light. A new sticky banding material called 
“Deadline” is much better than “Tangle. 
foot” for banding trees. Fiberglass tree 
bands are not effective—the ants crawl 
across them. 


Mr. Parsons suggested that stopping 
cracks with putty is worth while as an 
emergency in bathroom and kitchen. 


Jellies have come into favor lately after 
an unfavorable reception years ago. They 
have strong advocates. At least a good 
jelly is better than a poor sirup, and surely 
a good sirup is better than a poor jelly, 
The regular service man is feeling the 
effect of the single shot jelly salesman; 
however it must be admitted that the single 
shot jelly salesman has a right to sell jelly 
if he wants to. 


Mr. Dickens of Los Angeles said that 
his experience was that jelly worked very 
well and was very useful where a customer 
could not take regular systematic service, 
the jelly often standing up for months. He 
said they used jelly extensively. However 
he added that in August it sometimes was 
not well attended by the ants.* 


A single setting of stomach poison may 
divert the ants for a time, but regular 
service is necessary where a real kill is 
wanted. 


These remarks are neither exhaustive nor 
exclusive, but are intended to be helpful, 
bring out discussion and stimulate experi- 
mentation. 


*“The matter of non-attendance at the 
jelly poison in the summer months used to 
be an old trouble with sirup, too, but the 
better sirups today are well taken right 
through the summer. (This was not brought 
out at the meeting, but is added during 
the write-up.)

No. 6—Assassin Bugs. 


Many insects are capable of puncturing the flesh, causing 
irritation or pain. In most cases these insects, as thrips and leaf- 
hoppers, are simply annoying, some, as mosquitoes, may carry 
human disease organisms as well as cause annoyance, others, as 
the assassin bugs, are painful, and in some cases, deadly.

A few weeks ago we received an immature assassin bug, % 
inch long, with a banded abdomen, from southern Indiana. This 
insect had “bitten” the correspondent while in bed, resulting in 
swellings which extended over the entire body. The insect re- 
sponsible was the blood-sucking cone-nose (Triatoma sanguisugus), 
a southern species which is known as the Mexican bedbug, or the 
big bedbug, in the Southwest. The immature form resembles the 
adult, illustrated in the accompanying drawing, except that the 
wings are represented by small pads and the bands are visible 
across the exposed abdomen; the size, of course, smaller than 
the adult. 


The assassin bug, which is nocturnal in habit, normally feeds 
on other insects, probably including the bedbug, which may ac- 
count for its attack on humans at night. It has a sharp beak 
which is responsible for a painful “bite,” leaving a feeling of 
numbness. Apparently the puncture is accompanied by the injec- 
tion of a poisonous secretion which causes itching, accompanied 
by pain and frequently with swellings which may extend over 
the entire body and last for several days. 


The blood-sucking cone-nose belongs to the family Reduviidae, 
commonly called assassin bugs because they are predacious, nor- 
mally feeding on other insects. Several other species closely 
related to the one discussed above, and having similar habits, 
occur in the United States. Two are rather generally distributed, 
one being known as the black corsair, the other, the kissing bug. 
Both resemble the blood-sucking cone-nose, except that they are 
somewhat more slender and are entirely black. 


_ Although none of the species of this family occurring in the 
United States are deadly, one species in Brazil is responsible 
for many deaths among the natives. 


One or the other of these assassin bugs may be called to the 
attention of the pest control operator. In some cases their pres- 
ence may be due to a bedbug infestation, and in some cases they 
may simply accidentally invade the home. 


Relief may be obtained by bathing the affected part with 
camphor and ammonia. Bathing the wound with a 1 to 1000 cor- 
Tosive sublimate solution is also said to give good results.

Associated Exterminators and 
Fumigators of New York 


At the June meeting of the Associated 
Exterminators and Fumigators of New 
York thirty-seven attended the dinner ses- 
sion at Cafe Loyale. W. J. Parker, execu- 
tive secretary, has subsequently announced 
the vote that was taken by mail with re- 
gard to the change of name proposed for 
the Association, which by Constitution and 
By-Laws and motion made requires three- 
fourths vote for such change. From now 
on the organization will be known as the 
New York Pest Control Association, thus 
bringing about the trend nationally in pro- 
per emphasis on pest control. 


President “Bill” Buettner presided at the 
the meeting and stated with regret and 
a feeling of eulogy the sadness brought 
through the untimely death of David Glass 
of the Continental Exterminating Co., who 
was suddenly stricken by a heart attack. 
Appropriate resolution was adopted and 
condolences offered to Mrs. Glass and fam- 
ily. 

Ira MacNair, editor of Soap Magazine, 
was the principal speaker and his address 
is printed elsewhere in this issue of Pests. 
Mr. MacNair spoke on the subject of “What 
of Pest Control Advertising?” Taking his 
illustrated material from the recent edi- 
tion of the classified telephone directory, 


Mr. MacNair pointed out ‘how certain 
phraseology did more harm than good and 
how other phraseology might be used more 
constructively to gain the confidence of 
the public. During his discussion Mr. Mac- 
Nair referred to the Advertising Code un- 
der consideration by the Association and 
strongly recommended the endorsement of 
the Code, not from the standpoint of pub- 
licity so much as its serving as a yard 
stick to direct efforts toward a higher plane 
of advertising. 

The Advertising Code recently prepared 
by the Advertising Code Committee was 
presented to the membership and to the 
other members of the industry present for 
their consideration. The Code was discussed 
and general approval was evident. A mo- 
tion was made by Mr. Meyer and seconded 
by Mr. Drucker, that the Code be approved 
in its present form and adopted as the 
advertising policy of the Association. An 
amendment to this motion was made by 
Mr. Shrimplin and seconded by Mr. Blinder, 
providing for the omission of paragraph 
9 of the Code. This amendment was to per- 
mit the use of references to the fact that 
members of the industry were licensed by 
the department of health. 

After some discussion the Code, with 
the exception of paragraph 9, was adopted 
and further discussion of this paragraph 
was deferred until a later meeting as the 
amendment received the support of approxi- 
mately 50 per cent of the members present.

The 
amendments which seemed desirable lacked 
sufficient cooperation throughout the in- 
dustry and in a lengthy statement issued 
by the California Pest Control Association 
a complete review was sent to the pest 
control operators of California to state 
why no action was possible. 

The Legislative Committee of which El- 
mer A. Roberts was chairman, worked un- 
successfully to bring about unanimity of 
action but it appears some last minute 
changes were attempted which would have 


altered the real intent of the desired amend- 
ment with the result that it seemed far 
more expedient to forego any changes in 
the present Senate Bill No. 207. It is felt 
that interpretations clarified on the exist- 
ing legislation will allow for helpful en- 
forcement in the interests of the public 
and competent termite operators. 


The Code of Ethics as adopted at the 
Oakland Convention (Fifth Annual Con- 
vention, last February) is meeting with 
whole-hearted support. 


Plans are being made by many to attend 
the Seventh Annual Convention of the Na- 
tional Pest Control Association, to be held 
at Hotel Pennsylvania, New York City, 
October 23-24-25. The complete itinerary 
as to train connections and other conven- 
ient ways of traveling were published in 
the June issue of the California Pest Con- 
trol Association Monthly Bulletin.
